Relereace your rei|ueBt this meming that I af^rove publication 
ol the above mentimied article in a future issue of Studies in Intelligence* 
it is my opinion that publication of the article would do little, if any, 
good because the article would not reach the people who might be 
influenced by "domeatic or foreign re-plays.'* There are of course 
many inaccuracies in the statements in the hook, and I therefore 
endorse the title of your article. For this reason there is a strong 
desire on the part of those close to CIA to correct the in^preseione. 
However, this is difficult, if not impossible, and one runs the very 
decided risk of drawing increased attention to the book, stimulating 
sales, and otherwise aggravating a situation which has pretty well 
run its course, if an atteo^t is mads to "stra^hten out the record." 

Furthermore, dhsrman, i have talked to quite a few people, 
not connected with the agency or the intelligence community, who 
read the book and felt that CIA waa quite well treated. In fact aome 
readers said that they were amased at the acepe CIA activity atxi 
the acale oi their operatimis. They were furthermore amased and 
pleased that an enormous government agency such as CIA could 
operate so extensively with such little pttblicity and knowledge on 
the part (d the public. 

In addition, time is an inq»ortant factor. The book was 
published early this year, it enjoyed a Hurry ef sales, and now has 
disappeared. I am afraid your article would have the effect of 
stimulating new interest in the beak (the puUisher and author would 
see to this) and hence damage caused by the book would be further 
«xtej»ied.
